Sir 

Your lift publifht Trmfaitiem N* 51, have adininiftred 
theoccifion, and thcOndour, I knowyou poflVfs , 
hath encouraged me to give you this trouble, la your enlarged

1. 21. you fa '5 This 1 had not here mentionedjhut to introduce ottr 
Authors mighty remark-^ Thatthefe waters leofe alltheir virtue j 
yea their quant and ht4k alfo , th0ftghinGlajj[:-s and under the Her- 
mttckfealy if removed from the fountain- head dec.

Herm. Seal&c: I fuppoic, you intimate and offer , that the 
caufe of the iufsof thfir Medicinal vertues is open the lofs of 
their qaaitity and bu k : which alfo you aptly ftrengthcnby the 
aurhontyof the ftim us Dodors , French, abffeer^ z.ndFram- 
hfarhs^ and thtn In a "arenthefis you put altogether, andcau- 
tinufl »/ fay ( douklefs thorough the lofs of the FeUttle Sprits ) &c. 
And in the beginning v.x (he very next paragraph ycugoe on 
thus i, whatever thefe Spirits he^that will neither endure to travel 
from the flace^ nor mil he confned in any bottle , nor under anjfed 
&c.So that (he fum of your Conje£itire({ox as other yoa propofe 
itnot)i$, That this loHe conlifts in the Avohnon of fome 
moft fubrle and penetrating Spirituous parts,not to be imprifoned 
by any inclofure imaginable , but will find their way out, and 
kavethe waters bereft of virtue, anddecreafed inqaantiytoo, 
and ( what more is ) perhaps of their weight alfo , efpecially if 
they loofe oithtirquan-itv. But to this Isft you modefily add,

Thjt this Conjedure of yours concerning the Caufe of the 
lofs of virtues in thcfe waters carried from their Spring , may be 
true, I do noc abfolucely deny , but further acknowledge,thac 
it is the fentiinent o^very Tiany , if not all, Pnyfitiansand Na- 
turalifts 5 tliat have concern'd themftlves with the confidera- 
tton thereof 5 and I try fek h;*.ve entertained the vtry fame

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thoughts of it, and doe not now but fapoofitively relinquldi 
them. But having lately , in reading rachenms\ Hiffocr.chy- 
mfcfts C^^^^y recommended by your felf in N°, 50. of your 
Trarjfaff,) found c. 16. fomewhat rcladng to this matter 5 I 
began oy the encouragement of his authority to refume fome 
Conjsiaures touching the fame, which I had, if not abando- 
ned , yet kept fuppreft in filence, which indeed are of ano- 
ther kind,but how true I yet know not. Wherefore I thought, 
it might not be very un-accepableto you, if I defired you, 
publickcly to give notice of thefe Conjedlures , that the Lear- 
ned'may reafon and find out the truth of them 5 whence may re- 
fu!t no few nor very unufcful difcovery's for the increas of know- 
ledge, the benefit of mankind, and the glory of the Creator 
of al'.

2. Whether all thefe forts of Waters , when they are moft 
clofely ftopt up , and fo let ftand,or conveyed to tome diflance, 
doe not Jet fall a fd iment(moft commonly ) yellowifh , or 
of fome fuch colour , when they arc become effxce in their 
vtlTrls. 

3. Whether, whenth-^y are let ftand only , and not moved 
by carriage , they do not fooner become caftrated , and fooner 
precipitate an Oehreto the bottom? 

4. Whether fuch an Ochre is n)t found in all their Spring- 
heads , and Streams alfo ; but more in the Head than in the 
StreamsefpecnUy if iffued there- from to a good diflance.

Which Hypothefis that it may be the better weighed , I fliall 
only exhibit it, and leave it to the Ingenious and Learned to 
conclude concerning it.

Nexf , its as much received,even to become a Cymical Max- 
ime, Thit Acids audAlcaly's mutually operate upon one ano- 
ther to a fatitty,toan abating.and( if circumftancescorrcfpond ) 
CO an utter am iTion of th«.ir former activities , and laftly to a 
produAion of a Tertmm neutrum.

which Ochre, the Medicinal vertues of the iintnature ^alphar 
IS lockt lip into the infeparabie embraces of the A ids ialt, 
and fo is loft, or at leaft difappears. But this mum.Hl adtoo 
and readion may laft , till the Waters ifliie out of th.e Eirth, 
Aod for fome fmall ^iime longer;, and fo long their Medical ver- 
tues are to be imparted , and no longer.
